The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-13 and 22-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sakurai (Pat No. 5,566,447; hereinafter '447) The '447 teaches a 
method and apparatus for picking up a component. The apparatus comprises inter alia 
a plurality of component holding members held by a plurality of component holding 
members. The apparatus also has a position detecting means and a Z- or vertically 
(height) servomotor. An axis controller or driver is used to control each of the position 
detecting means (Cf. Fig. 4) . The '447 also teaches that encoders 63,65 and 67 are 
coupled to drive motors to so as to provide an output signal indicative of the Z 
coordinate position of the respective nozzles 51 ,53 and 55 (Cf Col. 3). It would have 
been obvious to recognize components having different sizes even assuming that one 
gives patentable weight to language such as this in the claim. The '447 is express in 
teaching that the nozzles are independent of one another. Moreover the Z-axis 
servomotors and the position detecting means are independent of one another. It is 
within the skill of one of ordinary skill in this art to inter alia recognize the surfaces of the 
plurality of components which have different heights continuously 

Claims 14-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
